THE CRAWFORD EKIO1. 

All the evidence points to the fact 
that the Crawford riot wasa calamity 
of the colored people’s own making and 
that whatever was done by the local 
authorities was in the interest of peace 
and good order. But subsequent per- 
formances are reported from the coun- 
ty which are not to be deplored simply, 
but condemned in the strongest terms. 
We do not know who they are riding 
about the county at night, if reports 
are true, and calling colored msn _ to 
their doors to be shot down like dogs. 
If such deeds are being done in Ogle 
thorpe county they are murders of the 
bloodiest ye and every true man in the 
county should at orce make efforts to 
apprehend and punish the perpetra- 
tors of these midnight assassinations. 

The negro is ignorant and apprehen- 
sive of every sign that looks to him pos- 
sible, and there is every reason of jus- 
tice and humanity that these infirmi- 
ties of his nature should be dealt with 
leniently. He should be made to un- 
derstand that nothing but his wrong- 
doing need give him fear. When he 
commits crime he should be punished 
as other menare. But nocause should 
be given the world to say, that, because 
bad negroes contemplated murder and 
ectually engeged in riot ina commu- 
nity, protection for life is not afforded 
and murder is permitied to become a 
pastime. 

We know that the good people of 
Oglethorpe county are willing to avoid 
such a suspicion and we urge them to 
to put forth every effort to bring mur- 
derers of whatever coloror condition 
to punishment, and to use as much 
diligence in pursuing the assassins of 
colored men as they have in bringing 
Luke Johnson and his villainous ¢co- 
adjutors to justice. Itis due to them 
selves and the state that they should 
be content with nothing less in this 
matter.

1HE DUTY OF SENATORS TO PAR. 
TIES SEVKING OFFIOR. 


An Explanatien— Why Sematers Have 
Not Pressed Applicaties fer Office 
The Duty of Seuaturs to Their Con- 
si:tuentse—They Have Neo Right te 
Advance Friends or Injure Ene- 
mies—The Executive and Legisia- 
tive Departments Distasct—The 
Cenclasion Which Mr. Hill Has 
Reached. 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 12, 1877. 
Editors Chronicle and Constitutionalist: 


The circular letter to which Mr. 
Wright called my attention has not beex 
received. Icannot, therefore, answer 
the specific ‘questions of that letter. 

The inquiries of many persons, daily 
coming or play to me, will, perhaps, 
render it proper for me to ex plain more 
fully than I have yet done the rule 
which I have prescribed for myself as a 
senator on the subject of appointments 
to office. Ido not intend to pre cribe 
a rule for others, nor to censure others 
who may differ from me, and who have 
prescribed or may prescribe for them- 
selves a different rule of conduct on 
this subject. 

When Mr. Haves was inaugurated 
and announced his patriotic purpose to 
give the country a non-partisan admin- 
istration and a better civil service, I 
deemed it proper to consider what 
would be the proper relations of a 
southern democratic senator to such a 
president. This inquiry soon led me, 
for the first time in my life, to a full 
investigation into the whole question 
of the proper relations ot a member of 
congress, and especially ot senators, to 
the appointing power. Theconelusion 
pat which I arrived was announced to 
the public in a telegram in these 
words : 

“With my sense of public duty, I 
can make no recommendation for office 
—especially for offices to be passed } 
upon by the senate. There can be no 
reform unless congressional control of 
executive appointments be broken up.” 

Further reflection, greatly uided by 
a rapid experience, has most thorough- 
ly confirmed me in the exact correct- 
ness of this conciusion. Some of the 
reasons in support of this conclusion J 
will now state. 

1. Under the constitution the fune- 
tious of government are divided and 
vested in three separate departments. 
This division was unwise unless it was 
necessary and promotive of efficient 
and harmonious administration. If 
the division is unwise the constitution 
ought to be changed. Ifit is wise every 
good citizen should aid its purpose by 
observing its terms. But wuet er this 
division was wise or unwise, it is th: 
constitution, and every man who is 
entrusted to take part in the admunis- 
tration of that constitution is under the 
most solemn obligation of his oath to 
respect and observe it. Now the func- 
tions of congress are legislative. The 
junctions of the president are execu- 
tive. There are certain checks upon 
each not material here to mention. lhe 
appointments I am now considering 
are executive. A m‘mber of congress 
who see«s to to interfere with and con- 
trol executive functions is justas much 
out of his place and his duty as would 
be the president undertaking to inter- 
fere with and control legislative fuve- 
tions; and either, i in the case supposed, 
would be just as guilty of violating the 
constitution as it he were to neglect 
and disregard the functions of the de- 
partment to which he belongs. 

2. But the senate is clothed with 
certain executive functions and duties. 
It is, in this respect, the advisory body 
of the president. But advisory, how? 
Is a senator to advise the president 
whom he, the senator, would like to 
have nominated? Is he not rather to 
advise the president whether nomina- 
tions made are of fit and proper per- 
sons for the offices designated 

This advisory position is a public 
trust. Each senater is a trustee, not 
for himself nor for his friends, nor 
against his enemies, but for the public 
good. The senator represents the 
whole state. and every citizen in the 
state. Every citizen isentitled to have 
that representation f,ir, equal and im- 
partial. Whena senator selects one 
applicant for an oflice, and represents 
that one, he becomes partial for that 
oné, and partial aguinst all others. He 
abdicates his office of trustee for all, 
and becomes the attorney for one, and, 
as experience sadly shows, too often 
for aconsideration in some form; and 
any consideration which induces such 
partiality is quite as bad, morally, as a 
consideratio:: in money. Each appli- 
cant for an office is entitled to an im- 
partial consideration of his merits for 
the office sought, and he is en- 
titled, not only to that impar 
tial judgment cf his senator, but 
also to impartial information from his 
senator as an adviser of all others who 
are to pass on the application. When 
the senator becomes the advocate for 
one applicant, he, by that act, disquali- 
fies himself both as a judge and an 
adviser upon the merits of all other 
applicants. 

my opinion, a senator has no more 
right to select one of a number of ap- 


solely because they do not suit the 
purposes of these ring chiefs in con- 
gress. 

The large crowd of carpet-baggers 
that were sent south a few years ago 
were the mere tools of leading eo 
who desired, through their tools, to 
get control of the southern etates for 
their own advancement.

The offices of the country, too, are 
filled with mere politicians ready to 
serve their masters, instead of with 
men of business experience and quali- 
fication. 

In their struggles to control the pub- 
lic patronage and wrench the govern- 
ment from its real functions and to 
make it a machine to serve individuals 
and rings instead of the whole coun ry, 
we will find the active cause of the evils 
so forcibly and truthfully deseribed by 
Judge Hoo 

“Our nutibind p litics have been 
marrec.by bad passions and sectional 
animosities for many years past, and 
the only legitimate offspring of them 
have been intense strife and bloodshed, 
and the hatching out of a brood of small 
aye ogra allover the tand, whose 

rains and patriotism are as limited as 
emf statesmanship has been conte mpt- 
ible.” 

How can we ever expect to elevate 
the statesmanship of the country, re- 
form abuses and nationalize our poli- 
ties ifeven the high position of senater 
is to be degraded to an agency fi r office- 
seekers and general political jobbery ? 

Even if the foregoing reasons wére 
not. sufficient to justify the conclusions 
aunounced in the above telegram, Iam 
trank to confess that, with my limited 
abilities, lam not able to discharge the 
higher duties of the senatorship if I give 
my time to the business cf procaring 
offices.

Before 
the president and the senate every 
man shall. have from me an equal 
chance on his merits. Disregarding 
the abuse and misrepresentations of 
those whom I cannot accommodate 
with a violation of my sense of duty— 
the least worthy being always the most 
exacting and spiteful—I shall rely only 
for support on an intelligent pe pie 
who have no interest in good govern- 
ment. 

Weare entering upon a new era. 
New and great questions will soon press 
us for solution. If we would avoid a 
continuance of the evils that have 
cursed us in the past, we must aban- 
don the causes that produced them. If 
we would elevate our politics we must 
improve the ways of our p liticians. If 
would relieve the burdens of the peo- 
pie we must sustain honesty to govein- 
ment. Wemust have no office that 
is not needed and no officer that is not 
com petent.

A reporter of THe Constitrurion 
called on Mayor Angier on yesterday to get from 
him some information as to the spring outlook 
of the city’s affairs. 
the mayor #ffably consented to be bored for 
awhile and was full of encouraging information. 
He pushed his gold glasses up on his broad fore 
head and enlightened us as follows: 
“The city affairs are moving along smoothly 
enough. We will c-rry every department efii- 
ciently, and 
PA ¥. $50,000 OF THE FLOATING DEBT 
without increasing the rate of taxation at all. 
And this, too, in the face of the fact that the 
shrinkage in va'ues has reduced the aggregate 
of taxable propert ;, fully two hundred thous- 
avd dollars.” 
How avout the police department? 
“We save about $2,500 on the police alone, 
and have a better force, 1 think, than before. It 
is und-r fine discipline, and composed of extra 
good material.”’ 

THE SCHOOLS TO HAVE PLENTY. 

Will the schools have al! that they need ? 

‘We have passed a resolution giving them 
thir.y-six thousand dollars. This is six thou- 
sand more than they had last year, and the same 
amounton which they were run two years ago. 
This is believed to be fully enough. The 
idea is to have the board draw this money 
in equal monthly installments—but I 
learn that the money is being drawn at the rate 
of nearly five thousand dollars amonth Ido 
not know what the result will be, but I think 
the appropriation we have made is suffic ently 
large. ”?

Judge Peeples commended the views of the 
grand jury and spoke of the great necessity ex- 
isting foc the measures recommended. He 
thought that the interests of every tax payer in 
the county imperatiyely demanded such pre- 
cautions as would preserve for all time the 
records of the various county offices. If a new 
court house is to be built the first recommenda- 
tion could apply to p ovisions made for it, but 
if no new court house is to be had, then the 
safes or yault should at one be previded. 

WHAT THE OFFICERS sa Y. 

Deputy Sheriff Green pointed us to the 
records of the sheriff's office stacked upon a 
table, and remarked that: 

‘There they are; you can see for yourself hcw 
well they are protected. But, what can we do? 
We bave no safe—no vault—no place in which 
to make them secure from a fire.”’ 

Deputy Clerk Venable, who was sitting by, 
remarked the same thing as the condition of the 
valuable and important records of the cierk’s 
office. 

Should these two offices, or the ordinary’s of- 
fice lose their records, the county would be a 
ceatury in getting matters straight again. 
JUDGE PITTMAN 
says he will give the recommendations of the 
grand jury the proper considerstion. He rec- 
ognizes the danger threatening the records, and 
has for years desired to provide for them a place 
of safe-keeping. Thus far, by reason of the 
pendency of the new court house question, he 
has deferrel the matter until it should be 
known whether the vault would be supplied 
in it, or whether it shoud be put into the city’s 
building at a large cost to thecounty. The bill 
asking authority to issue boads for a new court 
house was killed in the legislature last year 
But, Judge Pittman will give the matter his 
immediate attention, and will takeall neces- 
sary steps to secu e the safety and preserva- 
tion of our county records.
